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Again disclaiming any intention of 
seeking the presidential nomination for 
himself, William J. Bryan suggests in 
The Commoner four democratic possi- 
bilities for 1912. In the order follow- 
ing he mentions former Governor Jo- 
seph W. Folk, of Missouri; Mayor Wil- 
liam J. Gaynor, of New York; Govern- 
or Judson Harmon, of Ohio, and Gov- 
ernor-elect Woodrow Wilson, of New 
Jersey.

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TOWARDS SKY 


World’s Record for Altitude 
Broken by Aviator at Los 
Angeles Meet 


PREVIOUS ALTITUDE MARK 
WAS ONLY 10,499 FEET 


— 


Hoxsey Used a Wright Machine 
in Soaring Into the Ether 
and Fought a Strong Wind. 
Eugene Ely Tried for Alti- 
tude Record, but Could Not 
Stand the Wind. 


Aviation Field, Los Angeles, Cal, De- 
ecember 26.—Seventy-five thousand peo- 
ple saw Arch Hoxsey, of the Wright 
team of aviators, break the world's 
record for altitude here today. He 
soared more than 2 miles up into the 
sky, his barograph registering 11,474 
feet, or almost a thousand feet abeve 
the altitude of 10,499 feet recently at- 
tained by Legagneux at Pau, France. 
This is the second time the existing 
world's altitude recor@ has been 
broken in Los Angeles, the first time 
being last January, when Louis Paul- 
han rose a little over 4,000 feet. 

Feat Accomplisheg in 40-Mile Gale. 

Hoxsey accomplished his feat in a 
40-mile gale that wrecked. Hubert 
Latham’s Antoinette monoplane and 
kept more cautious aviators on the 
ground. 

Hoxsey sailed into the sky at 1 
o'clock. At 2:45 o'clock his barograph 
showed the greatest height while he 
soared over Venice, a seashore resort, 
more than 20 miles from the aviation 
field. Coming down he made a series 
of thrilling cpiral glides while thou- 
sands of feet In the air. Before he 
came lightly to earth the crowd was 
on its feet cheering. He was lifted 
from his biplane by fellow aviators,

Carburetor Nearyy Froze. 

‘Was it windy up there?’ he was 
asked. 

“It blew so hard,” replied Hoxsey, 
“that my machine hardly moved and 
barely held its own. It was so coid 
that more than once I thought my 
carburetor was about to freeze. I made 
the record because I determined to 
keep on going until I passed Legag- 
neux’s record or until the careburetor 
froze.” 

The gale which Hoxsey and his 
brethren of the Wright camp, Parma- 
lee and Brookins, braved successfully, 
wrecked Latham’s beautiful Antoinétte 
machine completely. The Frenchman 
was among the aviators who answered 
the starting gun at 1 o'clock. For two 
hours and fifteen minutes he fought 
the wind, which blew directly off the 
ocean, 6 miles from the aviation fietd. 
Then an adverse current slapped his 


fence under the brow of a hill and 
threw the aviator into a gully. The 
Frenchman was unhurt, but his ma- 
chine was a tangled mass of wire and 
silken fabric.

In brief, he has been 
made to feel that he ig in the cabinet, 
but not of it. 

No Intentional Slight. 

This is no intentional slight on the 
part of the president and other mem- 
bers of the cabinet. They all have the 
highest personal regard for Mr. Dick- 
inson, and in numerous instances have 
made a special point of emphasizing 
that fact. It is simply due to the fact 
that a democrat who is not an apostate 
is a stranger in a republican council 
chamber, ard cannot be made anything 
else. 

Secretary MacVeagh, of the treasury 
department, is a former democrat, but 
he has made it clear that he now 
gives his allegiance to the party of 
which President Taft is the titular 
head. He went on the stump in the 
recent campaign and made republican 
speeches. As a result, Mr. MacVeagh 
is both in the cabinet and of it, and 
he has encountered none of the em- 
barrassments that have troubled his 
colleague of the war department. 

Secretary Dickinson is said to feel 
the situation keenly, and to have told 
some of his close friends that he finds 
his position almast untenable. He 
cherishes no grievances, but realizes

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DESPERATE PRISONERS 
SENT TO DUNGEON 


Wholesale Jail Delivery at 
Chattanooga Prevented by 
Discovery of Plot. 


Chattanooga, 
At a late hour last night it was learn- 
ed that a number of prisoners in the 
county jail had entered a plot to as- 
sassinate -Night Jailer Elliott. The 
floor boss tipped the jailer off to the 
plan, and summoning the sheriff and 
a deputy, the three entered the cor- 
ridor where the desperate men had 
planned for the murder. Turning a 
corner of the wide corridor with pis- 
tols drawn, the three officers en- 
countered Tom Dyer, Harry Alley, 
Mark Lamb and Ira Ferguson. Dyer 
held in his upraised hand a bar of iron 
wrapped in a towel, with which weap- 
on he evidently intended to brain the 
jailer. Finding that they were cover- 
ed, the murderous quartet surrendered 
quietly and were place in the dungeon. 

Dyer is under sentence of fourteen 
years for criminal assault on a 14- 
year-old girl. He was recently tried 
for the murder of his step-father, Ru- 
dolph Buehl, who was blown up with 
dynamite while he slept. Dyer was 
cleared of this charge on the ground 
of insufficient evidence. 


THRONE AND ASSEMBLY 
SETTLE DIFFERENCES 


There Will Be No Clash in 
the Chinese Em- 
pire. 


Pekin, December 26.—-The throne 
has met the situation arising from the 
almost rebellious attitude of the na- 
tional assembly with firmness and tact. 
Its refusal to create immediately a 
ministry responsible to the assembly 
and to convoke forthwith a general 
parliament was followed by the issu- 
ance yesterday of an edict which, 
though peculiarly non-committal, is 
interpreted as a call to the people to 
prepare for a program providing ulti- 
mately for the establishment of a con- 
stitutional cabinet. 

This is accepted by the progressives 
as an impertal pledge that their de- 
mands will be granted eventually, and 
also afforded the more belligerent an 
opportunity to reconsider their radical 
action of Saturday, when the national 
assembly adopted a defiant memorial 
denying the right of the throne to re- 
\ject their demands and bitterly assail- 
ing Prince Ching, one of the most 
powerful of the grand councillors, 

Today the assembly voted to with- 
hold the memorial in view of Sunday’s 
edict. It ig suspected, however, that 
the members were privately warned 


that the assembly would be dissolved 
if the memorial was presented to the 


throne. '

125 MORE MEN INDICTED 
FOR SELLING BALLOTS 


So Far 758 Persons Have Been 
Indicted in Ohio 
County. 


Columbus, Ohio, December 26.—The 
appearance of E. W. Crawford, state 
printer and former editor of a West 
Union newspaper, before the special 
grand jury in Adams county, today as 
a witness in the investigation of vote 
buying was a feature of the probe. 

As a resukt of today’s work 125 men 
were indicted for selling their votes, 
making the total number indicted 758. 
Ofthese 154 have acknowledged their 
guilt, and have been punished by dis- 
franchisement, fines and ‘ workhouse 
sentences, forty having pleaded guilty 
today. These last forty were fined §o 
and costs each, and disfranchised five 
years. Most of them are poor backs- 
woodsmen, unable to pay their fines, 
but their promises in most instances 
were accepted, ang they were Spates 
imprisonment. 

John Sofer, an aged negro, pleaded 
not guilty, today. He will get a jury 
trial. He ig the second man since the 
investigation began to demand a trial. 

Alleged threats or rumors of threats 
against Judge Blair, who is conduct- 
ing the investigation, did not result 
in any disorder today. Officials ex.- 
pect no trouble, they say. 

It was said today at the courthouse 
at West Union, where the probe is in 
progress, that the total number of. in- 
dictments before the week is finished 
would be 150,

Cautioning the conductor and porter 
to keep still, he went through the car, 
taking up a collection of watches and 
wallet’ Finishing with the Pullman, 
he continued through the chair cars 
and the smoker until he had held up 
every passenger. 

The train left Leavenworth Junction 
shortly before 10 o’clock, and by the 
time the man had finished his work it 
had reached Kansas City Junction. 
Here he dropped from the steps of the 
smoker and disappeared. 

Robber Shot Captain Newbold, 

Among the first persons encountered 
by the robber after he entered the 
Pullman was Captain H. L. Newbold, 
student officer of the army school at 
Fort Leavenworth. When the passen- 
gers were ordered to throw up their 
hands, Captain Newbold did not com- 
ply -fast enough, or raise his hands 
high enough to suit the bandit, who 
fired. The officer sustained a slight 
scalp wound. 

After cautioning Captain Newbold 
and another passenger to Keep quiet, 
the robber turned as Conductor J. A. 
May entered the apartment. He, too, 
was ordered to throw up his hands. 
May was then robbed of. his money 
and a watch. 

Entering the day coach, the robber 
shoved the revolver into the face of 
the first passenger he met and then 
fired through the window. This thor- 
oughly intimidated the passengers, 
who complied with his demands. Sev- 
eral of the passengers saved _ their 
money by dropping it beside their seats 
or simply handing the man_ small 
change they. had. 

Robber Refused Small Sums, 

To two of the passengers who only 
handed him a small amount of money, 
the man returned it, telling them that 
if that was all they had they could 
keep it. . 

After the robber left the Pullman, 
Conductor May stepped to the rear, in- 
tending to drop a telegram at a small 
station which the train would pass. 
Before he could do this, the bandit 
returned and ordered him inside of the 
car. 

The man is described as being of 
small stature, well-dressed, wearing 
a brown suit and black cap. Over his 
face he wore a black mask.

‘and There Will Be No 


War for Many Years. 


So Says David Starr Jordan, 
of Leland Stanford---Alleged 
That “War Scares” Are Cre- 
ated to Divert People From 
Reforms They Demand. 


Chicago, December 26.-——All Europe 
is in hock to its “uncles.” Therefore 
there will be no war for many years 
“pawnbrokers” 
which will 


impair the loans they have made. 

Briefly, these are the conclusions of 
David Starr Jordan, president of Le- 
land Stanford university, as he de- 
livered them in a lecture on “the old 
peace with velvet sandaled feet.” 

“All civilized nations are owned or 
controlled,” Mr. Jordan said, “for they 
say there is a difference between own- 
ing and controlling a railroad, though 
some of us cannot quite grasp the 
distinction. 

Money Lenders in Control. 

“The men who make the war loans 
control all the civilized nations. The 
Spitzenberger is not controlled. Neith- 
er is the Fiji. The ‘uncles’ of the 
kings control the others. The em- 
perors and kings and parliaments may 
not declare war to satisfy a whim, 
defend their honor or even to right a 
wrong until they have secured the per- 


mission of their uncles. 

“There is no danger of war, but 
there is grave danger that the war 
debt will be doubled. Europe’s war 
debt is $26,000,000,000. One-third of 
all tie money of the world is due 
on e war debt of Europe aione. 
The Rothschilds and other money lend- 
ing families contro] the situation. 

“Nine-tenths of the war scares in 
Europe and elsewhere are made by 
crafty statesmen and a yellow press 
to divert- the attention of the people 
from reforms they are demanding. 

Call of Powers to the Mob, 

“When the powers of the earth find 
themselves hard pressed by the people 
they issue a call to the mob to go off 
somewhere to plunder and murder, for 


hunt. And they fight till the people 
forget what it was they wanted. 

“The spending of money for arma- 
nents, the borrowing of enormous sums 
and shouldering the debt on the fu- 
ture generations, to be taken in taxes 
from the peasants, is something more 
than a question of finance—it is a 
moral question, 

“The placing of a tyrannous burden 
upon thé poor of future generations 
is only one of the indictments to be 
brought against war.

The people of America, thoroughly converted to a general par- 
cels post and seeing its feasibility and advantages in foreign coun- 
tries, have demanded that it be inaugurated in this country...

For, under the method proposed, it will only be possible to ship 
an eleven-pound package for twenty-five cents to any point on any 
given rural route emanating from any given city. 

In other words, the merchant in Atlanta can ship eleven pounds 
of merchandise for twenty-five cents to a customer at Buckhead. 

But---if that Atlanta meschant wants! to ship the same eleven- 
pound package to a customer in the next county, it will cost him the 
sane old $1.76---and even at that he must make up his merchandise 
into three or more packages to comply with the present irrational 
requirement. : 

Here is where the senseless discrimination hits even more 
absurdly— 

If the Atlanta merchant wants to ship eleven pounds of mer- 
chandise to Russia, several thousand miles, it will cost him $1.32— 
or forty-four cents less than to send the same package across the 
county line to Marietta. 

The public wants a general parcels post. It intends to have a 
general parcels post. 

Any effort to stifle the popular demand with an obvious “gold 
brick” will react upon those responsible.

Some Arguments.

Washington, December 26.—Have the 
“xpress companies and the big mail 
order houses of the country bottled up 
congress to a degree that a parcels 
post law will never be passed? Such 
a measure has the indorsement of 
President Taft and received notice in 
his annual message sent to congress 
this month. 

It is provided in the pending measure 
that parcels weighing as much as 11 
pounds mailed at any postoffice, on a 
rural route, or from a postoffice where 
the rural route starts, addressed to a 
patron on any part of the rura! route, 
or at a postoffice on such route, shal! 
be charged, for postage, 5 cents for 
the first pound, and 2 cents or each 
additional pound up to 11 pounds, 
making a package weighing 11 pounds 
cost 25 cents. But these packages can 
only ‘be mailed at an office where the 
rural route emanates from or a post- 
office on the route. In other words, 
any merchant doing business in any 
city can send an 11-pound package to 
any merchant or to any patron living 
on a' rural route running out from that 
city for 6 cents for the first pound and 
2 cents for each additional pound. 

Would Not Create Trast. 

The bill specially provides that noth- 
ing contained therein shall be takenas 
authorizing the acceptance or delivery 
at the special fate of postage provid- 
ed, of any parcel offered by any per- 
son or company not resident on such 
rural routes, and provided further that 
only such parcels should be received 
for delivery at the special rates of 
postage provided in the bfll, as are 
offered by bona fide merchants or 
dealer or dealers whose regular places 
of business are on the rural delivery 
routes covered by the act, in the or- 
dinary and regular course of their 
business, and by residents on such 
routes in their individual capacity. 

It is claimed by the advocates of the 
measure that it is unreasonable to 


| presume that its passage would result 


in the disorganization of business 
throughout the country and that the 
mail order concerns would concentrate 
their business in the shape of a trust 
to control business all over the coun- 
try. The mail order houses in Chi- 
cago, New York and other places, in 
mailing goodg to any city or to any 
patron living on any rural route, 
would be obliged, under the terms 
of the bill, to prepay postage at the 
rate of 1 cent per ounce and then they 
could only mail packages 4 pounds in 
weight, which would cost in postage 
64 cents, and if they undertook to ship 
11 pounds they would have to make 


three separate packages, paying for 
the same $1.76 in postage, making a 
difference in favor of the rural route 
patron and merchants living where 
rural routes emanate, or living on 
rural routes, of a saving of $1.51 on 
11 pounds of merchandise, and from 
cities where rural routes emanate, of 
On rural routes, the merchants would 
have the privilege of mailing in one 
package 11 pounds. 
For Farmers. 

The main objection to the establish- 
ment of the system emanates from the 
express companies. There is no ques- 
tion but that the parcels post plan 
would operate for the public interest 
and advantage. The rural route serv- 
ice encountered just such prejudiced 
opposition; its cost would be excess- 
ive, it was argued, and the fight that 
all innovations in public have to meet 
was directed against this measyre. 
No one would question its wisdom now 
and what it means in pwblic benefit; 
convenience and progress to the rural 
communities of this country is almost 
without estimate. Some day we shall 
have the parcels post, and we shall 
wonder how it was ever opposed. 
“Over 15,000,000 people are now inter- 
ested in the cheap postage suggested, 
and as additional rural routes are con- 
stantly being established, it will be 
but a few years when possibly dou- 
ble that number will be benefited. 
The question of a parcels post has been 
considered by the farmers’ associations 
throughout the country, especially, and 
whenever the matter has been brought 
before these various conventions they 
have adopted resolutiong favoring the 
establishment of parcels post and cop- 
les of their resolutions have been sent 
to their representatives in congress. 
One of the very many advantages of 
the parcels post is the benefit derived 
by the farmer, who is saved from hitch- 
ing up his horse and losing the time 
he needs for planting or harvesting 
his crops. Rural patrons will tele- 
phone to town for half the things they 
want for hardware and groceries, and 
in turn will be sending. to town but- 
ter, cheese, e§gs and vegetables, just 
as is done with like rural services in 
England and other foreign countries. 

If any of the farmer's machinery 
breaks down he has only to telephone 
to the city and the missing piece wil! 
be supplied by the rural route carrier 
on his next trip, and the same thing 
with provisions or anything the farme- 
er may need. It enables the country 
store-keepers to increase their sales 
and meet the requirements of modern 
trade.

$325,000; Klamath, Oregon and Cali- 
fornia, $600,000; Strawberry Valley, 
Utah, $2,272,000; Sunnyside and Tieton 
at Yakima, Washington, $1,250,000 and 
$665,000, respectively.

“PARK PROSPECTS 


Splendid Work Done Last 
Year; Promise of Still 
Greater in 1911. 


pore ve 


Atlanta’s board of park commission- 

ers made the most of the financial aid 
given it by council for 1910, and there 
is every indication that the year was 
one of the most progressive from a 
park standpoint fm the city’s history. 
* Perhaps the most important titing 
accomplished has been the greater de- 
velopment of the park idea and the 
creation of a larger interest in the 
city’s parks than has ever been known 
before. The people of Atlanta general- 
ly are coming more and more to the 
appreciation o¢ the necessity for parks 
and breathing spaces in a crowded 
city. Estimates of the summer Sunday 
attendancs at Grant park are now 
from 5,000 to 8,000. The winter at- 
tendance at Piedmont park is larger 
than that at Grant park, and is more 
evenly distributed. 

Another important feature is that 
the work of development of the city’s 
parks along the lines of the plans fur- 
nished by John C. Olmsted, of Brook- 
lyn, has practically just begun, al- 
though some of these plans for the 
improvement of Grant park were fur- 
nished six or seven years ago. 

Two new parks have been added to 
the city’s public grounds during the 
year, thé old dumping ground in the 
fifth ward, which will be converted 
into a pleasure park, and the small 
park that was acquired with Oakland 
City. These will be developed during 
1911. 


Work for the New Year. 

\ While the park board has not fully 
mapped out its. work for 1911, much 
that is to be done is well known, and 
has long been discussed. 

First and foremost, there will be 
the further development of Piedmont 
park along the lines of Mr. Olmsted’s 
plans, which have already been put 
into partial effect. 

Then it is planned to devélop this 
park adjacent to Jackson street and 
the Boulevard, and to provide a Boule- 
vard entrance, thus giving the fourth 
ward a direct entrance to the park 
within its own territory. 

It ig proposed to make provision for 
a better distribution of the visitors to 
Grant park, especially on congested 
days like summer Sundays, by moving 
the bandstand to the center of the 
park, the greenhouse to Park avenue 
and making other important changes. 
Baseball and athletic grounds, a play- 
ground and a tennis court will be pro- 
vided at the north end of the park. 

Another forward step will be the 


ed. This will, in the long run, save the 
city thousands of dollars in the pur- 
chase of shrubbery and trees alone. 

General Manager Dan Carey is being 
warmly congratulated upon the splen-

Many of them, gray-haired worship- 
pers, had been baptised, confirmed and 
married in the church on the water.

It was in April, 1844, that a group 
of young men formed a society with 
the long name of “The Protestant 
Episcopal Church Missionary Society 
for Seamen in the City and Port of 
New York.” 

The same year the first floating 
church was built and anchored off 
Pike street. In 1869 this was burned 
and the present structure was built. 
Out of it has grown the present plant 
of the Seamen's Church Institution of 
New York, embracing among its fea- 
tures a hotel, a bank, a shipping bu- 
reau, a steam yacht and a North river 
station and a battery station. 

The institution cares for 50,000 men 
and boys a year and is planning to 
erect a twelve-story oullding to cost 
$500,000, which will be the wonder of 
the world, so far as seamen &ré con- 
cerned.

“Read plays—and then read more 


plays. You should have a library of 
the world’s best plays in your club 
rooms,” said Dr. Guthrie to an enthusi- 
astically interested audience at the 


Piedmont Driving Club on Monday 
“No man, no matter how intel- 
ligent, how alert, can do full justice to 
the author’s intentions if he sees his 
read and 


studied it. For who can tell what the 


actor is going to do with the play? 


Some of our ‘best actors’ have-a habit 
of giving most diaholic twists to an 
author’s intentions; and there you are, 


leaving the theater with abuse on your) 


lips for the poor playwright, his situa. 
tions, his dialogue, his logic, and all 
because of your own ignorance and the 
actor’s perverse audacity. So to read 
the play is the thing.” 

Out of all the wise and witty things 
Dr. Guthrie—and his lecture 
fairly bristled with wit and teemed 
with wisdom—not one struck home to 
particular listener with more 
verity than the sentence 
quoted above. 

We are going to have in our thea- 
ter next week an Ibsen play that has 
never been given here before: “Little 
Eyolf,” a play which after “Ghosts” 
more difference of opinion 


among the critics than any other of 


‘the great Scandinavian’s; a play hear't- 


rending in its tragedy, yet carrying In 


the exquisite poetry of some of its 
lines a balm of its own; a play so full 


‘of the horror and beauty of life, of its 


possibilities for sorrow and joy, that it 
inevitably touches a chord in the hearts 
of all those who have really lived, and 
thrills to a music not always common 
in Ibsen—a more humane, 4 tenderer 
note. 

Do let us all read this play before 
we go to see it! Read it and feel it, 
else much of its beauty and poetry 
will pass unnoticed. Mme. Nazimova 
is an actress of international repute, 
of undoubted talent and great sym- 
pathy, yet we should not leave all the 
burden of interpretation to her, par- 
ticularly in a role so difficult as that 
or “Rita:” a role which I venture to 
state has been completely misunder- 
stood by a critic even as competent as 
Ww. D. Howells; a role which 
may arouse one to bitterest antag- 
onism on snapshot judgment. Then, 
again, we cannot tell what caprice may 
assail Mme. Nazimova in her rendering 
of the role. The noted Russian is by 
no means infallible—recall, for in- 
stance, her very foolish behavior in 
one of the scenes in “A Doll's House,” 
when, prane upon her stomach she 
friskily kicks her heels with a re- 
sounding tattoo! This piece of “busi- 
ress” was quite out of keeping and in 
no way warranted by the printed stage 
directions, and only served to make 
poor Nora seem mawkishly = silly. 
Could not the actress in her character- 
ization of “the child wife,” have ren- 
dered vividly enough her buoyancy, in- 
souciance and irresponsible, child-like, 
charm-like charm .by means of other 
devices than that of groveling upon 
the floor? The average woman docs 


‘not often cast herself prone in an ex- 


cess of youthful ebullience for the sim - 
ple reason that the position is not a 
So it is possible that 
Mme.

to see in Ibsen a doctrinaire and hot- 
gospeller. He is not even a systematic 
or consistent thinker. He stands at 
this point of view today, at the oppo- 
site point of view tomorrow. He is a 
democrats one moment, an aristocrat 
the next; now an idealist, and again 
a cynic. In the main, he champions 
an uncompromising individualism; yet 
in the last act of “Little Kyolf,” he 
may almost be said to preach a col- 
lectivist gospel—though often mistaken 
for a pessimist he is at heart a pas- 
sionate meliorist.” | 

It is this note of the 
meliorist’ in “Little Eyolf” which 
makes the play so dear to me. [I once 
remarked to an Ibsen student that this 
was Ibsen’s most optimistic play, that 
it ended happily. “No, indeed,” she 
replied, “the ending is false, no life of 
altruistic endeavor could be~- possible 
to a woman like Rita.” I di@d not con- 
tradict her, but In my heart I thought 
“we cannot know what is possible to 
ourselves or to another until the shock 
of undreamed of events has flashed 
a tragic picture upon our brain and 
stamped it there forever; until we have 
seen ‘“‘those great, open eyes?” Indeed, 
“who can say anything with certainty 
about these things?’ 

In Ibsen’s lines of poignant beauty 
we have the key to the riddle of this 
play: 

“We are creatures of earth after all, 
but something akin to the sea arfd the 
sky as well.”

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NAZIMOVA SCORES HEAVILY 
AS NORA IN DOLL’S HOUSE 


Held in thrall by the matchless art 
of Alla Nazimova, hundreds of people 
yesterday afternoon and night sat s!- 
lent and motionless in their seats un- 
til the curtain of the last act of ID- 
sen’s “A Doll’s Hoyse’” had fallen; 
then, with the spell broken, quietly, 
as if passing from a church, filed up 
the aisles to the sidewalks, in 
thoughtful meditation. 

They were asking themselves this 
question and that about the play; 
they were wondering, many of them, 
if the “miracle of miracles” ever hap- 
pened, if out of the dead ashes of 
a ruined homethere ever sprung bright 
flame again, 

They had witnessed a mighty.lesson; 
they had seen portrayed in all the skill- 
ful colors, at the command of a mas- 
ter of English and of stage technique, 
the crisis that comes.in lives af those 
content to let well enough alone, not 
worrying over the faults that are pat- 
ent to the dullest of the outsiders. 

A mere slip of a girl hag been passed 
from one master to another; kind, in- 
dulgent masters, it is true, but after 
all. slaves to their own folly. 

A father had reared a daughter as 
a plaything, and the husband had 
taken from the father this simple 
child, in whom nature had instilled the 
capacity for boundless love. 

For eight years the husband had 
treated her as a possession, a some- 
thing to be proud of, to show to his 
friends, to make his hours of leisure 
more comfortable, but never a wife. 

And in her love, that one lesson in 
which she needed no teaching, she had 
committed a legal fault that threat- 
ened the business honor of the man 
for whom she was willing to lay down 
her life. 

Then came the crisis, and the hus- 
band’s only thought was of self. “I 
am ruined,” was his cry, and “I am 
saved,” when the storm blew over, and 
then her eyes were cpened to the nar- 
rowness of the man. 

“I was looking for a miracle of 
miracles,” she told him, when her heart 
was breaking with the disappointment 
of it all. “I thought vou would come 
forward and assume all the blame.” 

“No man sacrifices his honor, even 
for the woman he loves,” he told her. 

And the answer, showing the differ- 
ence from her lips,*‘Millions of women 
have done so.” 

One of two things she wanted—either 
a perfect love, love of the Kind that 
takes all blame, love of the character 
that forgives and forgets, or a com- 
munion of interests with the man she 
had chosen to live her life with—the 
sharing of his interests, the partaking 
of his sorrows as well as o¢ his joys. 

And both denied her, she took the 
only step, in her mind, left to her. 
From his home she wandered into the 
world, to learn there the things she 
had never been taught by father or by 
husband. 

“Will you never come back?’ he 
asked, and again that “miracle of mir- 
acies,” when “both of us have so 
changed that communion between us 
shall be marriage.” 

Shot through with rines that recur 
to the audience for days to come, it is 
hard for the average theatergoer to 
forget the play and remember the 
people in it.

lary taste, foibles, headaches, vanities 
and what not. It also discloses the 
number of relatives ‘and senaborial 
memme-sakes who are-on the federal 
pay roll, 

For example, Senator Smoot’s son 
drew a salary of $1,440 as mesesnger of 
printing record, of which his father 
is chairman, or $240 more than was 
paid to Ulysses G. B. Piérce, the chap- 
lain, who invoked givine blessings daily 
on the senate’s deliberation. W. H. 
Gallinger, son of Senator Gatiinger, of 
New Hampshire, drew a salary of 
$1,800 a year as assistant clerk ito the 
committee on District of Colurf ta, of 
which his father is chairman. B. R 
Tillman, Jr., son of Senator Tillman, 
of South Carolina, ‘drew a salary of 
$2,220 as “clerk” to the committee on 
five civilized tribes of Indians. 

They Care for Families. 

Senator Hernando De Soto Money, of 
Mississippi, chairman of the commit- 
tee on “additional accommodations for 
the library of congress,” has the fol- 
lowing official) staff: Clerk, H. D. 
Money, Jr., salary $2,220; messenger 
Lucretia E. Money, salary $1,840. 

The late Senator McEnery, of Loui- 
siana, was chairman of the committee 
on transportation and sale of meat 
products. His official staff, as shown 
by the secretary’s report, was as fol- 
lows: Clerk, D. W. McEnery, salary 
$2,220; messenger, Charles P. McEnery, 
Salary $1,440. Senator Charles Curtis, 
of Kansas, was chairman of the com- 
mittee on, Indian depredations. The 
clerk of this committee, it appears 
from the secretary’s report, is Theresa 
E. Curtis, at a salary of $2,200. 

The senate fund was drawn upon 
very heavily to satisfy the Mterary 
cravings of senators. For example, 
Senator Reed Smoot, of Utah, read 
The Washington Herald and The 
Washington Post, the two local morn- 
ing newspapers at the expense of the 
government for subscription of $14.40. 
Honorable Samuel H. Piles, of Wash- 
ington, subscribed for the Bellingham 
Herald, Bellingham Reveille, Everett 
Herald, Everett Tribune and various 
others newspapers published in his 
own state, for which the government 
was asked to pay. Likewise, Senator 
William J. Stone, receives St. Louis 
and Kansas City newspapers and La 
Foliette’s Magazine, which was paid ror 
by the secretary of the senate. Sen- 
ator Simon Guggenheim, of Colorado, 
one of the struggling young senators, 
appears to have received and read the 
Denver newspapers, published ‘at his 
home, at government's expense. Senator 
Gore, of Oklahoma, received the Lon- 
don Times, which the senate paia for, 
and very few of the statesmen indulged 
their taste for daily newspapers at 
thelr own expense. Innumerable items 
of expenditures for daily newspapers, 
popular magazines, and other reading 
matter for senators appear in the re- 
port.. Senator Clark, of Wyoming, re- 
ceived a number of magazines, includ- 
ing a well-known periodical that deals 
with fashions and patterns and is 
popularly credited with being very 
much in demand at sewing societies. 
Senator La Follette received the Wall 
Street Journal, and Senator Stone, of 
Missouri, read La Follette's Magazine 
at public expense. 

For Dasy Chairs. 

The items of expenditures for fur- 
niture include $147 for “two leather 
easy chairs.” There are many items 
of money paid out by the secretary 
of the senate for “velour sofa pillars.” 
Three sewing machines were rented, 
but they were not used by senators for 
mending their clothing. The report 
shows that a number of women were 
employed especially to repair sofa and 
chafr covers. Among the persons who 
were reimbursed for expenditures be- 
fore select committees making investi- 
gations were “Song a Day, Gawn I 
She, Meek I Day, Jim Buck, John 
Wake Me Up, Martin Song a Day, 
Jake White Rabbit, Green Little 
John,’ all of whom were Indians sum- 
moned to appear before the select com- 
mittee investigating the conditions of 
Indians in Wisconsin. 

The total expenses on account of 
special investigation for the year 1909 
was in excess of $50,000. 

The senate, from May 1 to June 29, 
1909, expended $1,843 for Apollinaris 
water. From April 1 to May 31 of 
the same year, over $1,300 was paid 
out for bottled water. These are only 
a few of the items of expenditures for 
mineral water. In the miscellaneous 
list appears an item for lemons and 
the following odther makin’s;” “gran- 
ulated sugar, white rock and ice.” 

For Jamaica Ginger. 

Senators have headaches and other 
troubles to which the sergeant-at- 
arms must occasionally administer. 
For example, there are items of ex- 
penditure for soda mint, pepsin, Ja- 
maica ginger and’ numerous headache 
medicines. There are items for taxi- 
cabs “used in taking senators home 
from evening sessions,” and other ex- 
expenditures for taxicabs “used in tak- 
ing senators from the senate on the 
last day of the session.” 
doing in the senate cloak 
1909. On that day 
the secretary of the senate bought a 
lemonade strainer, for which he paid 
thirty-five cents. On December 3, of 
the same year, he paid eighty cents 
for a pound of snuff. 

Both Senators Bacon and Gallinger 
deny any interest In Or knowledge of 
item “hair tonic,” which appears on 
the list. Senator Depew is equally 
certain that the expenditure of $100 
for “black hair’ was not made on any 
requisition from him. Who got the 
massage cream, ordered by Secretary 
Bannett, is a mystery. 

The bust of Theodore Roosevelt for 
the senate chamber cost $800. 

Bed spreads, towels and a bag of 
salt went to equip the senate bath 
room. The requisitions for court plas- 
ter and arnica were probably made 
necessary by the rough going in the 
last elections.

Oscar Chitwood Taken 
From Deputy. 


Twenty-Five Masked Men 
Avenge the Death of Hot 
Springs Sheriff ---- Chitwooe 
Was Charged With Slaying 
Jake Houpt on August 17.

Hot - Springs, -Ark.,. December .26.— 
Twenty-five masked men lynched Os- 
car Chitwood after overpowering 4 
deputy sheriff just outside the jail here 
before daybreak this morning, riddling 
the prisoner’s body with bullets. 

Chitwood was charged with having 
killed Sheriff Jake Houpt, of this city 
August 17 last. John Rutherford, a 
deputy sheriff, was in charge’ of the 
man en route to the railroad station to 
take a train to convey Chitwood to 
the state penitentiary. at. Little Rock 
for safe-keeping, pending .trial in Sa- 
line county on a change of venue 
granted recently: His tria},on a first 


degree murder charge was to have 
taken place here last week, but the 
change of venue intervened and, tndi- 
rectly, probably. gave-the mob an Op- 
portunity to wreak vengeance. . 

Mob Terroriseq Deputy. . 

The citizens of Hot Springs did not 
know of the killing until later in the 
day. The mob covered the deputy 
sheriff with guns ana demanded the 
prisoner, telling him that the slightest 
resistance on his part meant death to 
them both. The body of Chitwood was 
riddlieq with bullets and left where it 
fell and was removeg later by the offi- 
cers. He was shot once in the head 
and once in the left nipple. One bul- 
let entered his hand as he threw it up 
to ward off bullets. 

After Chitwood was shot the mem- 
bers of the mob, with the exception of 
one man, who was left to, guard the 
deputy sheriff, filed out of the jail 
yard. He kept the deputy covered 
with his revolver for a short time and 
then backed out of the yard with his 
gun still covering the deputy. 

None of the prisoners in the jail 
were molesteg and in ten minutes after 
the tragedy all was as quiet around 
the prison as if nothing unusua) had 
occurred. 

The lynching took place in an in- 
closure. between the jail and court- 
house built for the execution of an- 
other prisoner who was. hanged last 
September. Three men in the mob did 
the actual shooting, while the others 
waited outside the inclosure. Chitwood 
was handcuffed and was being taken 
out of the jail ~y a deputy sheriff, who 
was ordered to raise up his hands. 

Deputy Tells Story of Lyuching. 

Prosecutor J. V. Wood said today 
he would investigate the story told by 
Deputy Sheriff John Rut.erford, who 
was guarding the prisoner. Wood said 
he wanted top ascertain how the mob 
learned that Chitwood was to be taken 
to Little Rock. 

“Just as we stepped out of the jail 
door three « four men—I think there 
were three—stepped into the inclosure 
from the street goor,” saiq hutherford. 
“They wore black handkerchiefs over 
their faces and each carried a re- 
volver. 

“They -almed their revolvers at my 
head and one told me to put up my 
hands. I did not have time to draw 
my own revolver, an@, anyway, from 
the way that man spoke, I knew he 
meant business. So I threw up my 
hands. 

“Chitwood did not say a word. He 
was handcuffed and, of course, had 
no chance to make a fight. So while 
he stood there looking at them and I 
stood »beside him with’my hands in the 
air, the three men shot him to death.”

The fourth ‘:clergyman,’ 
who was absent, was George Purgeow. 

The trio told of having traversed on 
foot over 10,09 miles about the world 
in an effort to raise money for the 
asylum on the ruins of old Nineveh. 
They pictureg the crying needs of the 
left orphans by the 
unspeakable Turks who butchered 
their parents. They presented papers 
from Turkey and indorsements from 
leading clergy of this country de- 
claring their motives sincere. And 
lastly they made mention of the fact 
that no place on earth had they found 
like the United States; nowhere are 
the people so happy, so generous, they 
said. 

Yonan Gave V/arning. 

Professor Yonan had heard of the 
Turks being present at the church and 
had hurried to give warning to Dr. 
Pise. But he arriveg too late. Pro- 
fessor Yonan openly accused George of 
being a fraud in the church and de- 
mandedg that he show his papers.

MOISANT FURKISHED 
THRILLS “A-PLENTY 


New Orleans, December 26.—With 
Roland Garros high above the field 
trying for altitude and Moisant, Simon 
and Hamilton chasing each other about 
the race course at the City park avia- 
tion field, four aeroplanes were in 
the air at once this afternoon, for 
the first time at any meet in the 
United States except at Belmont park. 
Garros, in a 50-horse power Bleriot 
monoplane 6,495 feet up, was floating 
like some huge bird, while in the lower 
altitude Moisant, in his famous prize 
Winner monoplane, “The Red Devil;’’ 
Simon, in a Bleriot, and Hamilton, in 
was racing around the 
course playing and sporting with 
death-daring turns and dips. 

When Simon started aloft in this 
event .0isant was making a long 
glide from severa}] 
He saw Simon dashing at him just in 
time to dip, swing gracefully: under 
the ascending Frenchman, and then 
rose suddenly to avoid the tent-hanger 
directly in his path. It was one of the 
most daring feats, say the aviators, 
ever performed in an aeroplane. 

One of the features of the afternoon 
was a 5-mile monoplane-automobile 
race, which was won by Moisant. The 
time was not fast owing to the auto- 
mobile not being a racing machine. 
No records were broken, the ex- 
hibition flights were of an unusually 
thrilling character. 

The total elapsed time the différent 
men were in the air was as follows: 

Moisant, 39 minutes, 404-5 seconds; 
Simon, 40 minutes 42 seconds; Barrios, 
21 minutes 35 3-6 seconds; Hamilton, 
biplane, 7 minutes 8 4-5 seconds; Gar- 
ros, 25 minutes 104-5 seconds. 

Garrog made the highest altitude of 
the day, while the fastest mile during 
the day was made by Moisant in 1 
minute 3 4-5 seconds. Hamilton hag en- 
gine trouble again today. The largest 
crowd of the meet so far was out to- 
“day.
